From information appearing in the files, it would 
appear that if some of the individuals were contacted some embarrassment might 
possibly result to the Bureau because of the nature of the inquiry requested, 
even though the interviews were tactfully and diplomatically handled by experienced 
agents of this office.

The greatest possibility of embarrassment to the Bureau might result 
^>from an interview with LEON rA&AUSEN, president of the J. I^&C&se Company, 
^Racine, Wisconsin. The indice$ of this office fail to show that any H. G* 
~~6LAUSEN is connected with the J. I. Case Company. Reference report sets out 
that_jfche_ _signature of_R. G. CLAUSEN was very poor. The R. G, CLAUSEN referred 
tois possibly LEON R. CLAUSEN. A review of the files in this office concerning 
LEON R. CLAUSEN shows that he has been reported from various sources, to be 
thoroughly American, but bitterly opposed to labor unions; that he feels that 
11 union members are Communists. He has an intense hatred for the New Deal 
for former President ROOSEVELT. CLAUSEN is reported to be an extreme 
[isolationist, anti-Jewish, dictatorial and domineering. He is reported to be 
e most unpopular man in Racine, Wisconsin, and the most selfish man even 
with all of his wealth. 

It appears that in 1940 CLAUSEN, through HARRY H^IGGERT, vice- 
president of the J, I. Case Company, was very reluctant to permit the Bureau 
to conduct a plant protection survey against espionaamg&nd sabotage. At such 
time the company refused to furnish this offica-^^&rmation concerning the 
nationality and background of the plant officers.

In connection with the- request for interview of officials of 
the Balk Corp,, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, it ia^felt that same might prove 
embarrassing to the Bureau, HABOLD SAIH^pALK, vice-president and,* 
general 'manager , recently resented inquiry by this office at th e^alk 
Coj pj^oncerning a matter involving fraud against the Government, which 
inquiry by sheer coincidence was made during his absence from the city 
of Milwaukee, 

There is no other information in the files of this office concern- 
ing the other Individuals and companies mentioned in referenced report, 
and it is not 'known whether -Hie inquiries might result in embarrassment 
to the Bureau, 

In view of the above, the Bureau is respectfully requested 
to advise this office if the leads set out in the referenced report 
should be covered.

Delaware Avenue, Buffalo, New York, advised that Mr* F* E. DAVIS was 
Treasurer of that company at the time the contribution was made in 1944 and 
that Mr. DA-VIS is now deceased* Mr t CORRIE stated ^hat^he, himself, had 
no knowledge of such contribution* However, he checkeci ^>he records of the 
company which disclosed that such a contribution had beeh made and he ad- 
vised that the voucher reflected that the $200*00 was given as a subscription 
M to assist the League in its Americanization work**. 
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Inquiry of the Statler Office of the Marine Trust 
Company, Buffalo, Now York, disclosed that KATHRYN LEE GIBBS has an 
account at that, office.

IEVIIIG i:.\«AE, President of the fdgar S. Kiefer Tanning 
Company, 240—308 Front Street, Grand Kapids, Ilichigan, when interviewed stated 
that he first became acquainted tilth the CGHSTITUTIOijAL ADUOATIOIuiL L'JAGUB, 
11:0., about 1943 when he was contacted at his office by 11 r. 5SAIIC IIOFHY, who 
was a representative of the League. Hr. OSA explained that MJfiTIIY v;as very 
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careful to state that the purpose of the league was to educate the people of 
the United States by exposing Communism. ana to prevent innocent people from 
being taken in by the Communists , LUBPHY explained that the best way of 
accomplishing this was to publish pamphlets and other propaganda, which type 
of work would be paid for by the contributions which IlHirrlT was soliciting 

1I0EPHY further advised OBTi that the League was not backed 
by any political party, was entirely free from any pressure from individual 
candidates and that the League was a non-profit organization. 1UHPHY, however, 
indicated on many occasions that he was entirely anti-Kew Deal in his personal 
feelings, 

Cffi remembered that on one occasion in 1944 MkPHY made the 
statement, "If the New Leal gets in we are sunk. I will sell all my property 
and get out of the country''." It a later date after the election CIul asked 
HUKPHY about the statement which he had made and he stated that the League 
whs going to fight Communism through the churches. I1QFHY further explained 
that one purpose of the CEL was to oppose any Communists or fellow travelers 
who sought a governmental position. IURPHY also stated that the CEL would 
send booklets and other material that they might have to interested Congress- 
men and Senators to oppose the appointment of any Communist in a governmental 
position. 


ilUitFHY, according to OSR, was always very careful to leave 
the impression that the FBI and the Dies Committee and the CEL wnre closely 
associated. On one occasion ORE remembered HJEPHY stating, "Whenever the men 
of the Constitutional Educational League go to Washington, they are welcomed 
by the FBI and the Dies Committee, and we exchange views." 

A check number 72249 in the amount of * -150 drawn on the 
account of the Edgar Kiefer Tanning Company was signed by IPJ/TCKl* CEA. It is 
to be noted that GEE reiterated that his contribution to the CELL whs, as far 
as he was concerned, for the purpose of fighting Communism through education 
and was not in support of any political activity, personal or party. 

At Kuskegon. Michigan ? 

THGEES H. HUES, Vice President and Secretary-Treasurer of 
the litjajohn 1-anufacturing Company, whs interviewed with reference to check 
number D1331 in the amount of one hundred dollars, dram on the national 
Lumbermen's Bank, Luskegon, Michigan, and payable to the CONSTITUTIONAL 
EDUC/iTI0H:'iL LEAGUE. HQE3 advised that he had signed this check. 

also stated that he first "maw of the CEL in 1943 when 
Hr. FE41E EUSPHY called on him. HDL3 stated that he believed that Hr. GNGfiGE 
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KUII&S, who is now deceased, referred LTJii-HY to him, HUMS stated that he was 
of the opinion that GEORGE HUMES had contributed to the CEL because it was 
through HUIES 1 recommendation that he had agreed to contribute to this 
organization, 

HUTS recalled that IIURPHY had appeared extremely sincere 
in his Yiork and v:as violently anti-Communist and anti-IIev; Deal. He stated 
that MURPHY seemed to have an unlimited supply of booklets dealing rath the 
dangers of Communism and often supported his arguments "with photostatic copies 
of letters from members of the clergy. Senators and Congressmen. HUMS further 
stated that as he remembered, the letters from these prominent men, "Congress- 
men and Senators," v;ere mostly requests for more booklets for distribution. 

HU! 3 advised that MURPHY had called at his office about 
twelve different times since 1943* but each visit lasted about fifteen minutes. 
On approximately eight occasions HUMS stated that he had given IIURPHY one 
hundred dollars, the last time being approximately six months ago. According 
to HUMS, he did not listen closely to LURFHY' s arguments, but was impressed 
by the sincerity of HURFHY. HUMS also indicated that he more or less gave the 
money to IIURPHY to cut the interview short. 

HUMS also stated that he is "a very easy mark" for almost 
any organization collecting contributions, especially if, in his opinion, it 
is a non-profit and a non-politieal one, anti-Communist or anti-New Deal group. 

HOSi said that IIURPHY had always denied being affiliated 
vdth any political party or persons. He could not recall any allegations made 
by MURPHY which would indicate a connection between the CGL and any government 
agency.

HOOD advised that the contributions made by his 
company to the Constitutional Educational Lsaguskwere made for "strictly 
educational purposes*" He advised that JOHN FT. WATERS , the Wisconsin 
representative of the Constitutional Educational League, customarily called

that the purpose of the Constitutional Educational League was to fight 
communism and to support right thinking in this country. MR. WOOD produced 
the two cancelled checks issued by the Beloit Iron Works to the Constitutional 
Educational league which are fully described in the report of reference. It 
was observed that there were no notations as to the purpose of the contribu- 
tions on the cancelled checks. MR. "WOOD was of the opinion that he gave the 
checks directly to JOHN E. WATERS * MR. 7D OD , a graduate of west Point and a 
former Brigadier-General in the U.S. Amy, advised that when WATERS solicited 
the contributions for the Constitutional Educational League ha gave a 
strictly educational talk. MR. WOOD stated that the company has no corres- 
pondence in its files with the Constitutional Educational League for the 
year 1944* MR. HESSE and MR. 'WOOD stated they did not know JOSEPH PETER 
KAIiP or any of the national officers personally. 

About lltl5 a.m. on February 25, 1947 HAR7ET CART, pres- 
ident, Freeman Shoe Corporation, was interviewed in his office by Special 
Agent RICHARD C. THOMPSON and the writer. MR. CART advised that his company* s 
contributions to the Constitutional Educational League were made strictly for 
educational purposes and not for any political purpose. He stated he was 
well, aware of the law which prevented corporations from making political 
contributions. He stated that JOHN E. WATERS , Wisconsin representative of 
the Constitutional Educational League, usually contacted him personally for 
contributions and that at all times WATERS solicited the contributions for 
educational purposes* MR. CART stated that the contributions were made to 
help fight communism in this country and to maintain the American wy of life* 
He stated such purposes, in his opinion, were educational. He produced the 
two cancelled checks described in the report of reference, both of which 
had the following notation “for educational purposes* 11 MR. CART stated 
that these notations were placed on the checks specifically at his request 
and not at the request of JOHN E. WATERS or any other person associated 
with the Constitutional Educational league. MR. CART stated that his 
company never did check into the background of the Constitutional Educa- 
tional League but he felt that the League was advocating a cause which 
was American. He stated his company does not have any correspondence 
with the Constitutional Educational League in its files. HR. CART stated 
that he is not perso n al l y acquainted with JOSEPH PETER KA15P or ary of the 
other national officers of subject organization. 

About 2:00 p.m. on February 25, 1947 P. J.E.'.;OOD,president, 
Warner Electric Brake Pai ufacturing Company, was interviewed in his office 
by Special Agent RICHARD C. THOMPSON and the writer. MR. WOOD advised that 
for the past 10 or 12 years his compary had been personally solicited for 
contributions by JOHN E. WATERS, Wisconsin representative of the Constitutional 
Educational League. However, he recalled that tha N compaxy*s contribution 
of 0500 made March 28, 1944 was solicited by FRAHinKB3PHr, a traveling 
representative of the Constitutional Educational League. MR. WOOD stated 
that he believed FRANK KURPHT was the Detroit representative of the League « 

He produced the cancelled check which is fully described in the reference 
report, and it was observed that no notation appeared on the check as to 
the purpose for which it was made. He stated that the contribution made 
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by his comparer was strictly for educational purposes, to fight communism* 
MR. T/OCD produced a letter dated April 1, ly44 addressed to himself signed 
"lUfERVA of the Constitutional Educational league in which letter 

the league acknowledged r eceipt of the company's contribution of 0500. One 
of the paragraphs of the letter lead as follows: 

u The events of the past few years have proven that the 
educational endeavors of the League have been highly successful in meeting 
this situation.”

IRVING TRUST COMPANY does not have a recordak system for photographing either

On January 28, 1947, Special Agent Harry D» 0* Neill and the writer 
interviewed Mr* SALVATCRE LENTO Of 'jENTO PRESS, 441 Pearl Street, New York . /V \ 
City. At this time Mr* LENTO informed that KAMP had told him that his failure 
to discharge the obligation to the LENTO PRESS was due to the fact that the 
pamphlets (Vote CIO and Get a Soviet America) had not sold* At this time, 

Mr* LENTO produced the billing records which reflected that 147,000 copies of 
the pamphlet had been delivered to the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, INC. 
prior to November 2, 1944* The initial delivery of these pamphlets began 
a few days prior to or about September 1, 1944* Mr* LENTO stated that he did 
not know the exact dates of delivery inasmuch as such records were of no 
value to him and consequently he had destroyed them.

Qa March 6, 1947, a signed statement was taken from Mr* SALVATORE

Mr. Kamp* The duplicate billing records are in my possession# The original 
of each billing record was sent to Mr# Kamp# 

“The first copies of the publication ’Vote CIO and Get a Soviet 
America’’ were delivered to Mr* Kamp a few days prior to September 5> 1944* 

The total number of copies delivered on this occasion amounted to five 
thousand (5,000)# The charge amounted to #612*00* A few days prior to September 
21, 1944 forty thousand (40,000) more copies were delivered to Mr# Kamp* The 
charge on this occasion amounted to #511*44* The next delivery occurred a few 
days prior to October 24, 1944* The number of copies delivered on this 
occasion amounted to thirty-six thousand (36,000)* The charge amounted to 
#1275*00# The last delivery occurred a few days prior to November 2, 1944* 

There were sixty-six thousand (66,000) copies delivered on this occasion* 

The charge therefor amounted to #3460*00* 

“I have indicated in the foregoing paragraph that delivery of the 
publication ’Vote CIO and Get a Soviet America’, to Mr. Kamp occurred a few 
days prior to certain dates* As pointed out before the exact delivery dates 
are unknown to me. The dates in the foregoing paragraph are billing dates* 

I do know that delivery in each instance was made a few days prior to the 
billing date* 

“0a the first three printings of the publication cash on delivery 
was made by Mr* Kamp# On the last printing, at the time of the order, Mr* Kamp 
gave me two checks, each in the sum of five hundred dollars (#500*00). Cn 
receipt of these checks printing of the publication began* 

“The printing of this order was completed when I found out that one 
of Mr. Kemp’s five hundred dollar checks had been returned by the bank marked 
’insufficient funds’# As the printing had been completed I made delivery of 
the 66,000 copies as they were of no value to me* I did not have space to store 
these copies* Furthermore I had hopes of obtaining the balance of the price 
from Mr* Kamp* Mr# Kamp is still indebted to me for this printing* 

“I have talked with Mr. Kamp on various occasions about payment of 
this bill* As to date he has paid nothing on account. The reason for failure 
to pay according to Mr. Kamp is that he has not been able to sell the books 
or pamphlets* The payment for the printing was not contingent on sales of the 
pamphlet by Mr* Kamp, as for the payment concerned*

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It will be noticed that Mr. BCM)’ s statement reflects that as of 
the end of business on December 31, 1944, the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE 
was indebted to the LENTO PRESS in the sum of $5,099.44. It will also be 
noted from this signed statement that during the year of 1944, JOSEPH PETER 
KAMP of the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE had made payments in various 
sums to the LENTO PRESS. These payments were credited to his account. The 
statement also asserted that the work for the GCKSriTUTiaiAL EDUCATIONAL 
LEAGUE during the year 1944 was not done on a strictly cash basis j that 
KAMP would have certain work done and subsequently make payments to be 
credited to his account* 

The statement obtained from Mr* LENTO reflects that the last 
printing of the pamphlets entitled, “Vote CIO and Get a Soviet America* 1 
which totaled 66,000 were billed to the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, 

INC. on November 2, 1944 5 that the delivery of the 66,000 was made a few days 
prior to November 2, 1944* It will also be noticed from Hr* DOBD* s 
statement that the charge for this printing of 66,000 copies which amounted 
to $3460*00 was entered in the ledger on November 2, 1944* 

Mr* DOBD’s statement reflects that at the end of business on 
December 31, 1944, the indebtedness of KAMP to LENTO PRESS amounted to 
$5,099*44 and that the charge of $3460*00 for printing the 66,000 copies was 
included in its entirety in this balance owed. During the year 1945, according 
to Mr. DGKD’s statement, CCNSTHUTICNAL EDUCATION LEAGUE paid to LENTO PRESS 
the sum of $2100*00. This of course he said is credited to the amount owed

Mr. LLOYD, who is 61 years of age, advised that he was formerly connected 
with the Fairland Farm, Kinderhood, New York, and that he is now retired and 
his income is derived from an estate which he has set up for himself. It should 
be noted that during the interview with Mr. LLOYD difficulty was experienced 
in getting specific answers to questions concerning his relations with JOSEPH 
PETER KAMP, Subject of this case. It was noted that Mr. LLOYD had great dif- 
ficulty in maintaining a trend of thought. LLOYD stated that he met JOSEPH 
PETER KAMP through CHESTER A. s HANS0N of Milford, Connecticut, who was a friend 
and business contact of LLOYD’S brother BEMAEEST LLOYD, who is now deceased. 

He advised that his brother published a magazine in Washington, D.C. or in 
Maryland known as >‘The Awakener’ 1 . This magazine was devoted to exposing the 
Communist threat to the United States, and specifically the Communist tactic 
of boring from within. LLOYD stated that his brother, HANSON, and KAMP met 
regularly and exchanged ideas concerning methods of fighting Communism* LLOYD 
advised that he loaned #1000 to KAMP in 1941 after KAMP had stated that he 
needed funds to obtain evidence relating to employees in the United States gov- 
ernment at Washington, D.C. who were betraying the United States. LLOYD ad- 
vised that KAMP repaid #250 and in addition made two interest payments of #15 
each. He stated that the balance of #750 plus interest was still owed by KAMP, 
but that LLOYD does not expect to receive payment of this sum. 

In connection with the contribution which is set forth in the referenced report 
of Special Agent (A) FRANK S. MITCHELL, LLOYD advised that his check stub re- 
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fleets that the sum of 0128.00 was given to the Subject organization in 
payment for 4000 pamphlets prepared by the G.E.L., captioned "Stabbing 
Americanism in the Back", LLOYD stated that he could not recall the sub- 
stance of this pamphlet but believes that he received one copy of it through 
the mail and sent his contribution in order to pay for 4000 copies which the 
C.E.L. was to distribute to other people. LLOYD advised that KAMP claimed 
that he was responsible for the Dies Committee and was assisting in cleaning 
up unamerican activities. LLOYD said that he did not know that KM3P was 
engaged in any political activities although he did believe that K&MFJwas 
exposing what LLOYD termed as "New Dealism". LLOYD described "New Dealism" 
in the following manner? He said that the. country was being sabotaged in the 
Eastern section by the Newspaper Guild whose policies were dictated by Com- 
munist Russia and he listed Dr. FRANK R. KINGDOM and HEY ST0DT as individuals 
who were assisting in this betrayal of the United States. LLOYD said that 
the contribution which he made to the C.E.L. was given for the purpose of ex- 
posing the tie-up between New Dealism and Communism, and not for any political 
purpose* 

A review of the investigation which remains to be performed in this case is 
set forth below. 

The report of reference of Special Agent (A) FRANK S. MITCHELL dated February 
5, 1947 sets forth a lead for the Boston Field Division to interview HARRY R. 

Snm at Westerly, Rhode Island to interview him concerning his check of 
0100 to instant organization. By letter dated February 20, 1947 the boston 
Field Division advised that HARRY R. MILNER would be located at the Caroline 
Hotel, Pinehurst, North Carolina until April, 1947, and the Charlotte Field 
Division was requested to interview MILNER at Pinehurst* 

Referenced report of Special Agent (A) FRANK S. LHTC HKT.Ii sets forth a lead 
for the Buffalo Field Division to contact KATHEEYN LB5SGXBBS and ascertain her 
reason for contributing to the CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, INC.. The 
report of Special Agent FRANGIS J. WALSH dated February 20, 1947 at buffalo 
reflects that RALPH G. BLODGETT handled her financial matters for Mrs. KATHEEYN 
LEE gt-brs and that both were presently located in Florida. The Miami office 
was requested to interview BLODGETT at 375“ 17th Avenue, N.E. , St. Petersburg, 
Florida concerning the wherdabouts of Mrs* ICATHBRYN LEE GIBBS, and for inform- 
ation pertaining to the contribution. 

Referenced report of Specia3> s Agent (A) MITCHELL directs that the Cleveland 
Field Division interview ALTO&ioiT II, 2000 Union Commerce Building, concern- 
ing his contribution of §500 to^Subject organisation. The report of Special 
Agent ROBERT H. WYNN dated February 20, 1947 at Cleveland, Ohio reflects that 
HOYT could be located Care of Captain HENRY J. FAGEN, 1198 N.W. 27th Street, 
Miami, 37, Florida. By teletype from New Haven dated February 27, 1947 the 
Washington Field Division was advised that interview of HOYT ms being left 
to the discretion of the V/ashingbon Field Division inasmuch as it was the 
office of prosecution in this case* 
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The referenced report of Special Agent (A) MITCHELL requested that an 
official of the Falk Corporation, Milwaukee, 'Wisconsin, and E. G44CLAUSM, 
President of the J. X. GASE Company, Eacine, Wisconsin be intenrieWpd 
to obtain the reasons for the contributions of these companies to the 
Subject organization* In accordance with the instructions in the Bureau 
letter dated February 21, 1947 to the Washington Field Division, copies 
iSf which were designated for the Hew Haven and Milwaukee offiees, the 
interviews with CLAUSEN and the Falk Corporation officials- are being held 
in abeyance pending instructions 'from the United States Attorney at Wash- 
ington, D» C. 

In the letter from the Boston Field Division to Charlotte dated February 
20, 1947 the Charlotte Field Division was requested to cover a lead pre- 
viously set forth for the Boston Field Division. The Charlotte Field divi- 
sion was advised that by teletype dat£& February 18, 1947 the Washington 
Field Office stated that the trial of Subject organization was set for 
March 19, 1947* This teletype further reflected that the United States 
District Court at Washington, D,c. would not permit any postponement of the 
trial in this matter*- 

By teletype dated March 8, 1947 the Hew York, Charlotte, and Miami Field 
Divisions were instructed to immediately cover leads outstanding in those 
offices in order that investigation in this case may be completed prior to 
institution to court proceedings against Subject organization.

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On March. 30, 1947, Assistant United States Attorney V/ILLLAM n r, 
HITZ advised that pursuant to a notion by Mr. JOHN J. WILSON, Attorney! • '' 
for the defendant, JOSEPH PETER KAMP, an order was issued on March 7, 
1947, by Chief Justice BQLITA J. LAWS for the continuance of the above- 
captioned case. This order states that this case would be placed on the 
reserve calendar for disposition after the final determination of the 
appeal in the case of the United States against BEN JAMIN F^Q ISLDS, 

Docket #77669, in this District. The order stated that the FIELDS case 
involves the same status as does the KAMP case and that a ruling is 
expected from the Appellate Court which will define the yard •“wilfully” 
as used in this status, thereby settling a conflict of decisions in 
this Court, meaning the United States District Court for the District 
of Columbia. Furthermore, it was stated in the order that under the 
facts of instant case the construction put upon the word “wilfully” is 
considered to be determinative of its outcome. 

It is to be noted that FIELDS was convicted by a jury for con- 
tempt for his refusal to provide the names of contributors and that the 
identical question of law arose in the FIELDS case as is involved in 
the KAMP case. However, although FIELDS has taken an appeal from, his 
conviction, this appeal has not yet been perfected and consequently the 
case is not yet before the United States Court of Appeals. 
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Assistant United states Attorney HITZ advised that probably 
the Court of Appeals will not render a decision in the FIELDS case until 
the Fall of 1947 • If the conviction of FIELDS is upheld on the basis 
of a ruling beneficial to the Government in connection with the interpre- 
tation of the word "wilfully 11 in the Statute then the Government will pro- 
ceed toward a retrial of the KAMP case. However, if the Court of Appeals 
is adverse in the FIELDS case then the . KMP case in all probability will 
be nolle prossed by the United States Attorney. Assistant United States 
Attorney HITZ advised that there would be very little chance of success 
in a retrial of KAMP under an adverse ruling by the Court of Appeals id r 
the FIELDS case.
